DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 12-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Takase US 6,250,285. The reference discloses a method for operating a fuel metering 
system of a motor vehicle, a fuel being delivered by at least one supply pump to at least 
one high pressure area and being injected by at least one fuel injector from the high 
pressure area directly into at least one combustion chamber, the method comprising: 
detecting a pressure in the high pressure area using at least one sensor 13; and 
adjusting the pressure in the high pressure area using at least one pressure regulating 
element 1 ; wherein a change in pressure in the high pressure area over time is limited 
as a function of a specified injection quantity error. Note that the permissible pressure 
gradient values for the high-pressure area are stored in speed-dependent and load- 
dependent characteristic maps.
